against a class (Sumner v. Huel, supra; Palmar v. 
City of Concord, 48 N. II., 11; State v. Mrady, 44 | th< 
Kan., 435), and also in the ease of a libel against 
a deeoaaed person. It may be urged that the ques- 
tion whether the defendant should be prosecuted 
for an indecent publication or for libel is a techni- 
cal one This is wry far I'roni being the fact. So 
careful have the people of the Stale been to secure 
freedom of speech, subject only to punishment 
when a jury has found that that, freedom has been 
abused, that by the various constitutions of this 
State, ever since that of 1822, it has Keen expressly 
enacted that in a prosecution for libel the truth may 
be given in evidence and the jury shall have the 
right to determine the law as well as the fact. This 
applies to no other criminal prosecutions.
